Furthermore, 
Senator Lodge politely Informed the 
President that If he didn't believe It 
compatible with the public Interest'(o 
have anything given out nhout these 
prospective treaties he didn't have to 
do It.

In the same letter the President told 


Senator Lodge thnt it would be em- 
barrassing to the allied powers If he 
should give the committee n copy of 
the declaration signed at Versailles. 


To this statement Senator Lodge
